There w as a specially interesting g ath ­ 
erin g -a t the national m onum ent of of 
G erm ania in th e N iederw ald, w hither 
thousands traveled from all p arts of 
the R hineland. 
Among those present 
were representatives of th irty -six cities 
in the R heinish district. 
Prof. Aucken 
of Giessen university delivered an ora­ 
tion a t the foot of th e m onum ent. 
In 
Munich, the B avarian capital, a m usi­ 
cale in honor of th e occasion w as given 
in the Odeon. 
T hroughout G erm any 
joy fires are burning on the highest 
m ountain peaks and hills from the B al­ 
tic to th e N orth Sea and to the Swiss 
and A u strian frontiers on the south, 
from th e R ussian frontier on the east 
to the frontiers of Prance, Belgium, 
and the N etherlands on the west.

The Span­ 
iards left their dead on the field and re­ 
treated in good order. The dead, it is 
stated, num bered forty-nine in both 
d ay s’ lighting. 
According to the advices, the soldiers 
recently sent from Spain called volun­ 
teers. m ost of whom are mere boys, are 
conscripts. Their h earts are not in the 
fight and m any of them have deserted 
and gone over to the insurgents. Two 
regim ents were sent to the country throe 
days after their 
arriv al 
in H avana. 
F ifty so-called volunteers recently from 
Spain deserted and are with the in­ 
surgent Gen. Palacio. 
Gen. A m ador G uerra is near M anza­ 
nillo, a seaport town, w ith 5,000 well- 
arrped cavalry. 
He is considered the 
bravest of all by the Cubans. It is ex­ 
pected he will shortly raid the tow ns of 
Santiago and M anzanillo. 
It is estim ated th a t the Insurgents 
now num ber 20,000 under arm s in the 
island. 
All the insurgent forces are 
focusing tow ard Y ara, where they in­ 
tend form ing the new republic.

IN TER ESTIN G 
TALK AT TH E 
CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH. 


He Outlined the Good W ork of the How­ 
ard University at W ashington, D. 
C. .and Did It In a Graceful Manner 
—Graduate of Three Colleges—His 
Trip to Europe. 


In a very entertaining and graceful 
manner the cause of Harvard Univer­ 
sity of W ashington, D. C., was pre­ 
sented to Janesville people by Rev. Dr. 
W. A. Sinclair a t the Congregational 
church last night. 
The speaker was 
born in slavery, and when eight years 
old freed by the emancipation procla­ 
mation. 
Soon after th at be came 
under the influence of the American 
Missionary Association and took a

in the medical departm ent of Harvard 
and three years a t Andover Theologi­ 
cal seminary completed bis education, 
after which he entered the ministry, 
preaching two years in 
Nashville, 
Tennessee. 
In 1891 he was appointed 
delegate to the International council 
in London, 
England, 
where he re­ 
mained 
two years, 
preaching the 
needs of Howard university w ith g rat­ 
ify in g results in England, Ireland, 
Wales and Scotland. 
Doctor Sinclair held his Janesville 
audience with interesting facts relat­ 
ing to the work of education a t How­ 
ard, interspersed with native w it and 
eloquent appeal, inspired by true de­ 
votion to his work. 
Could the enthu­ 
siastic abolitionist of fifty years ago 
have heard the eloquent speaker, they 
would have been doubly rewarded for 
aiding the work of emancipation.

IN F O R M A T IO N TO V O T E R S: 


The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters: 
A 
voter upon entering the polling place, and giving his name and residence, will receive a bal­ 
lot from the ballot clerk, which must have endorsed thereon the names or initials of both 
ballot clerks, and no other can be used. 
Upon receiving his ballot, voter must retire, 
alone, to a booth or compartment, and prepare the same for voting. 
A ballot clerk may 
inform a voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indi­ 
cate in any manner whom to vote for. 
The voter, to desigate the candidates he wishes to 
vote for, must make a cross (X) in the square at the right of the name of each of such can 
didates.

If he wishes to vote for a person for either of the offices des­ 
ignated, whose name is not on the ballot, he must write the name of such person in the 
blank space under the printed names of the candidates for the office, and make a cross (X) 
in the square to the right of it. 
The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. 
If the ballot be spoiled it must be returned <o the ballot clerk, who may issue another in its 
stead, but not more than three in all to an ■ one voter. 
Five minutes time is allowed in 
booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum, to assist the voter in making his 
ballot, can be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must no be 
shown so that any person can see how it is marked by the voter. 
After it is’ marked'it 
should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so the printed endorsements and sig­ 
natures of the ballot clerks en the outside may be seen. 
The voter should pass out of the 
booth, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, and pass out of the voting 
place. 
A voter, who declares to the presiding officer, that he is unable to read, cr by rea­ 
son of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, can have the ; s^istance of one or 
two election officers in marking same, to be chosen by the voter. 
The presiding officer may 
administer an oath, in his discretion, as to such porson s disability.
